HOP ON DROP 

The much-maligned DROP program might 
be getting reformed. But will the expensive 
version be allowed to live on anyway? 

By Ralph Cipriano 

L ast week, while City Council whs unveiHne a new bill to reform 
DROP, the city's pension board was quietly allowing municipal 
employees to cash in ml a much bettardeal: DROP Classic, 
pieserved in a time capsule for employees who may want to retire up 
to 10 ye ars from now. 

DROP.or the Deferred Retirement Option Plan, is the much- 
maligned perk that allows city emydoyees to collect their salaries 
and pensions during lour final years on the job. DROP enroDees 
get their regular paychedis, but the pension money is stored in 
a tax-deferred account that pays 4.6 percent interest and is paid 
outonthedeyofretirement in cash bonuses averaging more than 
$ 100 , 000 - 

Lastyear.CiiyAiper ran a cover story that found that since 2000. 
the dty was paying out more than $1 billion in past and future 
DROP bonuses |*lhe Billion Dollar Boondoggle," Ralph Cipriano, 
April 21.2010). 

In an effort to make DROP cost -neutral, City Council unveiled 
reformle^btion that would raise the DROP retirement age by two 
years and lower thatd.Spercentinterestrate to a floating rate dtat 
currently would equal two- tenths of 1 percent The implication was 


that the gravy train was coming to an end, but not ri^t away. The 
bin offers eligible employees a OO-day window after the new DROP 
is passed to stiU signup forthe old version. 

But even as council meanders toward changingthe program, the 
city’s pension board bos allowed at least 32 employees, mostly cops 
and firefighters, to thwart any reforms to their DROP Itenefits by 
alkiwingthem to effectivelypre-regisrer for DROP, even iffiieydont 
intend to retire anytime soon. Forthisgroupof32,the“old*DROP 
is preserved, regardless of whether council changes the program or 
Mayor Michael Nutter succeeds in eUminating it 
Ihke for example Police Sgt. Joatme M. Beres, 48, who signed up 
for DROP onMarch 29.

If! bom at the wrong time. 

Had be waited a couple of years, he would have been a 
citizen of the United States, and thus would have enjoyed 
alltheri^ts and pdvileges therein. Instead, he came to this 
country as an lS‘inoDth..old baby, growing up and living as an 
American but not, technically speaking, an American — adis- 
tinction that makes his current atuation possible. 

Dang has spmt most of the lastyear in an American jail, 
though he's been charged with no crime. What’s more, his stay 
has been an indehnite detention, a concept normally outside 
of American law, and sutgect to the seeming whim of a federal 
bureaucraQT that's asserted its right to hold him as long as it 
deems him a public threat — though the same bureaucracy 
allowed himto live free for the lost seven years. 

And all the while, he’s awaited deportation 'back’ to a coun- 
by he's never seen. 

Although his parents are from Cambodia, Dung himselfwas 
bom in 1982 inThailancLina refugee camp. His parents hudficd 
there to escape their own government , the Khmer Rouge, which, 
under the leadership of dktatorRjlRrt., massacred an esd muted

life — but the biggest was boir 


2 milHcm Cambodians in just a few short 
years in its effort to eliminate “enemies' of 
the state. Tlie manhunt tnrgeted intellectu- 
als, the handicupped, and Buddhist monks, 
amengmanyothere, and employed such 
tactics as skinning people olive and forcing 
them to dig their own graves. 

Dang’smother.fatherund three brothers 
managed to escape by crossing the border 
intoneighboringThailund and running 
&om cme squalid refugee c^amp to another 
while dodging attacks by communist guer- 
rillas. As they waited for a new cOTintny tn 
taWp them in, Dang was bom. In 1983, the 
U.S. welcomed his family into the country 
as refugees imder a resettlement program, 
and they became legal permanent residents 
shortly thereafter. 

The Dang family eventually settled 
into the OIney neighborhcxid. a part of 
Philadelphia thatquickly became dotted 
with dozens of Cambodian-owned stores, 
restaurents curd homes os thousands of 
other Khmer Rouge refugees joined (hem 
in America throughout the 'SOa Philly is 
now home to one ofthe nation’s largest 
Cantoodian populations. 

’The story ofthat community ia in some 
ways, a classic American dream cenne 
true: Fleeing violence and oppression, the 


safety, opportunity and hard-won, worfcing- 


The/vc also found themselves in a bizarre legal predicament 
Unlike roost Americans, these immigrants are gTEUited no tri- 
als and require no convictions before being detained-Nordoes 
the traditional right against being punished twice for the same 
crime (“double jeopardy”) apply: Old offenses — fbrwhidi detain- 
eea have already served time — are being used against them. 

Nordoee itappear, according to records reviewed by City 
Aiper, that they have been granted even that most fundamen- 
tal of democratic rights: habeascorpus.or the right against 
indefinite detention. 

Commimity members and immigrants-rigfats groups 
denoimce these policies, calling them inhumane and in viola- 
tion of basic American principles. What’s more, many of Philly’s 
Cambodians feel their community and others have become sac- 
rifidal lambs in the country’s pohticBl immigratioD wars. 

The Obama administration, says hlia-baKieman. aPhiladel- 
phia Cambodian coramuni^ aedivist, “thinks th^ hove to show 
th^re still tough on irriminal’ aliens. ... But theyll have to toce 
the ccHiseq lienees of separating families and breaking hearts.' 

If the firstdefining m om en t of Dang’s 

life — being bom in a refugee camp to parents fleeing for their 
lives — was involuntary, the second was. he readily aduiowl- 
edges.a terrible mistake. 

Life in theU.S.wus better, but not easy. Shortly after Dang 
was bom, his father abandoned the family. His mother spoke no 
English, and Dung and his isblings grew up poor. “Pigeon became 
thecomnicm meat for us, "says Dong, because it was “readih' avaik 
ableand easy to capture." Dang also faced violence at school and 
at home, and fell in with a tough crowd He and his friends — other 
Asian immigrants and refugee kids — morphed into a gang. 

The low pointcameonedayin 1997, when Dang was 15. He 
was d rivin g in North Hiflly with a friend, when they were grot- 


Dang was taken into custody and sent to 
prison to await deportation, all because 
of a 1 2-year-old felony conviction for 
I which he’s already served his time. 


But now, many local Cambodians say. 
that dream is under attack by the very 
government that extended a hand in their 
moment of greatest need — and they bo Id 
up Dang as a blazing example. 

On Sept 21, 2010, Dang was taken into cus- 
tody by federal officials and sent to aprison 
to await deportation to Cambodia, a country 
he’s never ateiped foot in — all because of a 
12-year-old felony conviction for which he’s 
alreadyservedtimeand sexe which he com- 
mitted no other crime. Dong and other legal 
imiragrantii — some of them refugees, like 
him — herein Philly and elsewhere have 
found themselves smockdab in the middle 
of a new push by the Obama administration 
to deport more “criminal aHcns'thoninffie 
history ofthe country — a move many see as 
a goodwill gesture to conservatives.

No core was injured, butDang was later apprehended and 
charged with aggravated assault, criminal crarsprocy and pos- 
sessing crimrnal instruments, and sentenced to five-and-a -half 
years in pison. He writes in a letter frmn aYork, Pa., detention 
center that he still feels remorse for fii-ing the gun — “regret," 
he sjiys, is part of “a chain that bincis me to my past." 

He got out ofprisem in 2003, when he was 2 1 years old. Since 
then, he hasn't committed imother crime. Indeed. Dang, accord- 
ing to those closetohim.emerged from prison and from his 
troubled pasta better men. He stayed straight, got married, 
hadkida Now 29. he’s on all-around'family man," friends say, 
with five children and e steady job operatingvendingmachinea 
Within an immigrant community still struggling with the chal- 
lenges ofinner-city life and the absence of fathers. Dang became 
an example of a ne’er-do-well who turned his life around and 


made the best ofa second chance. 

Nina Ahmad, chair of Mayor Michael Nutter’s Commission 
onAsian American Afl’airs, has met Dang and his family and 
affirms, “Qialb' completely remade himself” 

None theles, eight years after his reieese, the government has 
moved to have Dangdeportcd. 

In 1996, Congress passed a group ofbills that made deporta- 
tion a requirementforany immigrant — legal or not — who 
commits an ‘aggravated felony,” a vague term that includes 
everything fmn nraiviolent drug offenses to tax evasion. These 
laws also rendered non -citizen immigrants ineligible for for- 
giveness or individual consideration before a court. 

Members of the Cambodian refugee community, advocates 
say, didn't comprehend the impactofthese laws at first. After 
all. even following the Vietnam War and the fall of the Khmer 
Rouge. IheU.S. didn't return a single Cambodian refugee until 
2002. three years after Dang’s conviction. 

At first, the US. deported only a very snail number of 
CambodiaDS each year. But then, in 2010. the Obama adminis- 
tration d^wrted 195,000 convicted criminals — more than the 
country ever had before — including some Cambodian refu- 
ses. Though Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
willnotrelease detailed data on 2010 removals until August. 
Cambodian cnmmuiuties around the country say that 2010 
saw record deportations, And they expect even more. 

Conservatives like the Obama administration’s new strat- 
^y. Bob Dane, a spokesman forthe right-wing Federation for 
American Immigration Reform, argues that immigrants — ewn 
refugees — ought to be held to a Irigher standard” than U.S.dti- 
zens, and therefore, ifthey commit a febny, should be deported. 
'Refugee status is never guaranteed,” he says. 'It’s granted .’ 

The administration has also billed itseffoit us u sensible and 
humane use of resources: The ide a is to round up the bad guys and 
leave the grxxfgi^ alone.'^Ve fbeuaingaur limited resources md 
people on violent offenders and people convieted of crimes." Obama 
saidduiinga ^>eech on immigration in May. TIot just families, 
not just folks who are just looking to scrape together an income.” 

But when U.S.lawp„v„t.ccun.ta. 

weighing the details ofa potentialdepartee'slife.thedifference 
isi’t always obvious. 

Harold Ort, an ICE spokesman, says the agency must deport 
people 'Vhose serious criminal histories mean they would pose 
a significant threat to local communities.” But that doesn’t 
apply to Dang, say his family and friends — nor does it apply, 
they insist, toother Cambodian detainees in Philadelphia. 

In the same week in September2010thut ICE pekedup 
Dungond sent him to prison, he was joined by three other 
Cambodians from Philly: Mout Iv,Vunney Van and Davy Phean. 

Theirslories are remarkably similar: they are all refugees 
who fied the Khmer Rouge regime aschildren.Theoldest.lv, was 
9 when he arrh-ed in the U.S. Many were poor, raised by single

mothers, and lived in violent neighboihoods. 

They also all committed crimes in the ’90s 
as minors or young adults, and arenowfac- 
ing deportation as are suit ofthoseodmea. 
Also like Dang, they’ve changed — before 
gettiirg locked up, they all had mortgages 
and steady jobs. Three of the four have 
children. Iv had his own business, a pcrpular 
bardrershop in Olney. 

That’s not all they have in common. Ail 
four spent more than six months in prison 
awaiting deportation — a lerrgth of deten- 
tion that may violate U.S. law. 

"The U.S. cannot detain anyone without 
a purpose, regardless oftheir immigration 
status,” saya Valerie Burehofthe American 
Civil Lrberties Union of Pennsylvania, add- 
ing that there are only a few valid reasons to 
jail immigranbi awaiting deportation past 
six months: if they’re extremely violent, men- 


tally ill or have pending terrorism charges. 

She cites Zodvydasv. Davis, the 2001 case ofa Lithuanian 
immigrant whom the U.S. had held in deportatirm custody for 
half ayear while trying to find a country that would take hiiiL 
The U.a Supreme Coirrt ruled that if an immigrant sits in jail 
for Irmgerthan six months awartingdeportatirm, it's thegovem- 
ixrent’s duty to prove that the removal will happenin the 'fore- 
seeable firtrrre'or that the person presents air 'extrerrre threat.” 

ICE has rrsed the vagueness of both criteria to hold all four of 
the Philadelphia Cambodians in excess of six months, accord- 
ing to documents provided to G/y ftiper. Van. Hiean and Ivall 
arrived in Cambodia during the pa.st two weeks, after eadi wait- 
ing for about eight months in detention. 

According to those documents, it appears that the four men 
were detained, essentially, because of a paperwork problem: 
TCE is currently working with the government of Cambodia 
in securing a travel document," on ICE official wrote to Dang in 
February. Likewise, in March, ICE wrote to Iv.'A travel docu- 
ment ... is still pending.” 


ICE officials have ari^ued th at they can imprison the local ref- 
ugees for longer than six months because their trip to Cambodia 
will be happening in the “imminentf future, and because ttiQr 
are a threat to sodety.'Spokesm an Ort explained simply, 
'OetendoD is used to ensure the safety of the public." 

Community activist Kieman mlU those arguments prepos- 
terous. 'fd like to know what their definition orimminen f is. 
They said their removal was imminent in January. It’s May." 

How many other immigrants have been held for longer than 
the six-month Emit upheld by the Supreme Court is unclear. 
But aone-day surv^ of ICE detainees awaiting deportation 
conducted by the Migration IhHcy Institute in 2009 showed 
that 9 percent had been in jail for more than six months. Many 
detainees, lawyers say, never challenge their imprisonment 
in court. Of the four Cambodian men, only one hired a lawyer 
— therest.theirfamiliessay, decided to save their money for 
their uncertain futures in Cambodia. 

Meanwhile, even as the government claims that its indefinite 
detentions are legal, Ctmgresa is considering a law that would 
explicitly let ICE detain immigrants for longer than six months. 

In a hearing on the bill last week, a lawyer for the ACLU said 
itwould'result in the unnecessary detention of thousands 
more individuals." 

Asfor the 'threat to sociefy' that ICE had claimed the four 
men posed, community members dismiss the notion as ridicu- 
lous. Three ofthe fourhad already been out of prison for seven 
years or morelimmigrant detentions notwithstanding) and had

Detainees stuck in detention are unable to 
work, earn income or support their families 
as husbands and fathers. Iv’s fiancee. CJ

months before he was detained. "It’s heart- 
breaking that she didn't get to know herfather, 
and she wont ever," says Vonglaha. “Well, I 
guess shell know him over the Internet and 
the i^one... ."she adds, trailing off. 

Dang’s wife. RiuCruz, had a bahygiri 
Portly after Dang was imprisoned. During 
jail visits, she says, “He cun t even hold her." 

At the bcginningof2011,thcfourreiugecs 
wrote to ICE, begging the agency (neither 
releuse them buck into the community or 
deportthem to CambodiB. But ICE refused.

immigrant rightsactivists arxl community allies salt apetition 
to ICE, demanding that the government free the men imtil their 
native country could accept them.

crucial inftrrmaticin tn detainees’ bred ones. More than a week 
aget Cruz found out — not from ICE ofirdals but from Dang’s cell 
mate — that Dang had been removed from the York detentiem 
jwison.Then.afterdaysofnot knowing his exact whereabouts 
and ICE offrcials not returning her calls Cruz learned Monday 
night that Dang hud been put on a plane. Now she’s left to worry 
incessairtly thathe might be unsafe in Cambodia, where newly 
arrived deportees are often mistreated and extorted formoney.

> WHAT IS IT GOOD FOR? 

The Pulitzer may be our most presti)pouH prize for Amerkiin 
dmmu.but its recent histoiy is quirky. There’ve been worthy win- 
ners (August; Osage County), but also winners that feh like tedious 
sitdrams (Dinner lOitfiPWendslormaudlin movies-of-the-week 
{Rabbit Dbtel.Tbsi there are the political choices (Tbpdog/ 
Underdog. Anna in tAeTVopicsl.wherethe issues.rather thantbe 
quality of the plays, seem to have been the motivating factor. 

You now have a thance to judge the 2009 winner — Lynn 
Nottage’s Ruined, currently on stage at Philadelphia Theatre 
Co. — for yourselves. Evenwith that lofty Pulitzer imprimatur, 
we have a right to wonder just how good a play it really is. 

Ruined certainly takes on an important issue, speciftcaify strife 
in today’s war-tam Congo, an arena for high-stakes male vio- 
lence and aggression- The biggest victims here aren’tthe active 
combatants, but rather die irmocent women who become sexual 
pawns in the game ofwar. andare routinely raped and discarded 
<i.e.'‘ruined''I.Nottage’a play ia set in a ber/brothel owned by 
Mama Nadi, who provides food, drink and sox to a hungry crew 
ofsoldiere. Mama has hardly chosen a career we approve oC but 
in this hellish world, we understand the need to survive by any 
means neceasaiy. 

Brecht’s MofAerCouirige is a dear model here, and it's certainly 
apt to re-contexhialize that great play in this contemporary 


setting. The trouble is, it’s not an ideal fit for Nottage, ^ose 
skills as a writer involve invigorating conventional melodrama 
with lovely, lyrical sentiment. The moments in Aui/ietf that really 
work are the emotional revelation-s. But ultimately. Nottage's play 
wants to be political, personal, dramatic, comedic — and veers 
uneasily around all of it. There are times when the play seems 
less Brechttlian Warner Bros, area 1940. The final scene, touch- 
ing on its own, is bizarrely ofT-kiltcrwith what comes before it. 
Most damagingly, amid all this, Nottage's central metaphor — the 
ruination of the title — sometimes slips away. 

A brilliant productiem might 
helpBui/iec/ cohere, but at PTC, 
director Maria Mileaf traffics 
chiellyin big gestures. Afew 
Brechtian touches feel out of 
place in what is basically a real- 
istic play, and though there ere some good performances, others 
fall into dichds. But ultimately, the problem lies with Nottage.

■r NO FILMMAKER IN HISTORY has been so self-aware oitd yet so trapped by his 
ownneurosesasWoody Allen. Afic/nigAt in Airrs is his latest aulo-diagnoaia, recog- 
nizing his chronic discontent and romanticization of an ideal other time, other place. 
'That would be 1920a Paria, which Gil (Owen Wilson) — a successful screenwriter and, 
naturally in the Wjoclyverae, struggling Serous Novelist on vacation with his high- 
strung ftano^e, Inez (Rachel McAdams) — pinesfor ashisown gilded age. Wilson is 
shockingly well-cast as Allen’s latest surrogate, lending a charming, wistful quality to 
the compulsive overthinking that every Allen protagonist shares.

place. Winnie is meant to sit quietly and 
Bnish her school essay — about her'won- 
derful day." Of course, there’s more going 
on in the house than anyone anticipated. 

The ingredients promise a near-perfect 
setup.including the obvious potential 
for adult characters who are far more 
childish than the actual child. More 
intriguing still is the opportuni^ to play 
with the strange ways grownups interact 
with kids — sometimes failing to notice 
them, sometimes babying them inap- 
propriately, occasionally overeharing us 
if the children were itty-bitty thenipists. 
Sounds like comedy gold! 

Alas. WonderfijI Day neverquite 
leaves the gate. The tone is an odd mix 
of gentle humor and rip-roaring farce, 
and there’s an awful bt of setup for what 
ultimately is a weak payoE The Wilma 
production chalks up one big win: Lavita 
Shaurice, ayoung adult in the role of 
Winnie, manages to be convincingly 
childlike and conquer the role’s consider- 
able actingchallaiges. Also very good is 
Kate Eastwood Nemris, who invigorates 
Wonderful Day with just the right brand 
of Ayckbourn energy. But the awkwardly 
staged production lacks the play’s essen- 
tial comicelan.
